I. EXECUTIVE SUMMARY

On August 13, 2017, Officer Shaun Williams and Officer Kenneth Lichay were near^^B 
S. King Dr. when they wer^derted by a citiz en to a physical alte rcation taking place between 
mother and daughter, and (■■■). Officer Williams 

physically interceded in the fight between the two women. Officer Williams eventually handcuffed 
■■to control and calm the situation. Neither woman was arrested nor provided medical 
treatment. Officer Williams and Officer Lichay notified OEMC about the incident but did not 
complete any reports. 

■■ contacted the Chicago Police Department and made a complaint taken by Sgt. Cusack 
that a unit from District 003 dislocated her elbow. Based on its review of the evidence, COPA 
brought allegations against Officer Williams and Officer Lichay, and after conducting a thorough 
investigation, COPA determined that the evidence supports a finding of Not Sustained for 
excessive force and the use of profanity and a finding of Sustained for failure to complete an 
Investigatory Stop Report.

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the officer still handcuffed her despite her complaints about the pain in her elbowto which he 
responded by making a joke by stating “you need medical attention now?” decided to 

seek medical attention after the incident. 

In an interview with COPA, on April 27, 2018, accused officer, Shaun 
Williams ,2 provided a description ofthe incident and stated that he and Officer Lichay were 
working on August 13, 2017 arouncfl|Hs. King Dr when a woman waved down the officers to 
a physical altercation taking place. Officer Williams said that he and his partner drove in the 
direction o^h^iltercation and he exited the vehicle and instructed two females, identified asH 
to stop. Officer Williams s aid he go t in between the two women. Officer 
Williams said^^^J continued to “go after” 13 ^^^H Officer Williams denied trying to take 

to the ground, but stated that he had to restrain prior to handcuffing her. 

Officer Williams saic^^^^| both declined to sign complaints or seek medical 

attention. _ 

^^^^Officer Williams denied using profanity towards Further, Officer Williams said 

HI did not complain about any injuries nor did he see visible injuries. Officer Williams said 
he didn’t arrest either party because he did not believe it was worthy of a domestic battery charge 
or a simple battery and neither party wanted to sign complaints. 

Officer Williams said the event was documented through dispatch and the call labeled the 
incident as a code IF, which means “Domestic and Peace Restored.” 14 Officer Williams said the 
reason an Investigatory Stop Report was not completed is because of the training he received and 
interpretation that “we are not required to complete an Investigatory Stop Report” 15 if there is a 
hand waver or a call of 911 service. 

In an interview with COPA, on April 27, 2018, accused officer, Kenneth Lichay 16 

provided a description about the incident that occurred on August 13, 2017. Officer Lichay stated 
that he was working with Officer Williams. Officer Lichay responded to a citizen who directed the 
officers toward a physical altercation taking place. Officer Lichay stated that he parked the vehicle 
while Officer Williams exited the vehicle to tend to the situation. 

Officer Lichay denied seeing Officer Williams placing handcuffs on^^^^|or physically 
assaulting her. Officer Lichay did not witnes^iis partner’s attempt to take^^^^Ko the ground 
nor did Officer Williams explain why^^^^Qvas being detained. Officer Ucna^aid the entire 
incident took about three minutes to complete

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Officer Lichay did not recall^^^^Jever complaining about pain or discomfort while in 
handcuffs. Officer Lichay stated that all parties were asked if they wanted to file complaints or 
seek medical treatment to which they both declined. Officer Lichay said the contact was not 
documented because, “based on the training at the time, citizen’s initiation contact did not require 
an Investigatory Stop Report.” 17 


b. Physical Evidence 

Medical Records from the University of Chicago show that Ms. [^^^^^Jwas seen, 
treated, and discharged from the emergency room on August 13,2017. 1 ^TheMedical Records 
and notes show no fracture or malalignmentidentifiedThe records further show no elbow joint 
effusion present. Th^^nort was signed by^^^^^^^HviD on August 14, 2017. The Discharge 
instructions for s t atcsthat she University of Chicago’s Emergency 

Department for elbow pain. ^^^^|was diagnosed with a sprained elbow. She was instructed to 
wear a sling for comfort and to follow up with her primary doctor and a joint specialist. 

c. Documentary Evidence 

COP^jeceived a report from Sgt. Cusack that provided a summary of his interaction 
with and observation at University of Chicago hospital. 19 Sgt. Kelly Cusack 

was contacted by Bt. 220 at the hospital at approxima tely 1914 hrs. on August 13, 2017. Upon 
arrival at the hospital, Sgt. Cusack was informedthat^^^^B was alleging a 003 District unit 
dislocated her elbow. Sgt. Cusack spoke with ^related that there was a domestic 
altercation with her daughter earlier in the day at the Parkway Gardens.^^^^Brelated to Sgt. 
Cusack that her daughter was physically punching her in the head and bou^wtn closed fists. ■ 
^Hsaid police officers arrived in a squadrol marked^^^^H^^fsaid the officer exited the 
ve hicle and a ttempted to separate her and her daughter^^^^^said in the process of separating 
the^^^^^-om her, the officer steppccUm her foot and broke her toenail. Sgt. Cusack completed 
a visual inspection and noticed that^^^Hhad sandals on her feet and no visual sign of damage 
was observed. 



stated that a dark-skinned officer forcefully grabbed her by the arm and twiste d it. 
|further stated the officer pulled her arm and pushed her to the ground unsuccessfully.^^ 
|said she left the scene on her own and decided to seek medical treatment hours later. An event 
query was completed, and it was discovered that there was a disturbance call at^^^l. King Dr. 
at 1252 hours that was coded as IF by Bt. 323, 2 nd watch. It was discovered that Officer Williams 
and Lichay were Bt. 323 and driving Squadrol 6102. 


A copy of the Office of Emergency Management and Communications Event Query 
Report was obtained. 20 The event query shows the date, time and address of the incident. It

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further cmrfmi^^information reported by Officer Shaun Williams, Officer Kenneth Lichay 
and Ms.about the location of the incident. The report shows that the incident took a 
total of lourteenminutes to complete. 

d. Additional Evidence 

COPA attempted to interview^^^Mby requesting her to respond by August 25, 2017 to the 
letter sent on Augustl^2017.^^^Jiever responded to the letter sent to her. Multiple phone 
calls were made to^^^^^s home and she responded by informing the investigator that she did 
not wish to cooperate. 

VI. ANALYSIS 


COPA finds Allegation 1 that Officer Williams used unnecessary force while detaining 
Not Sustained.^^^^|admitted that as Officer Williams physically interceded in the fi/^^^? 
resisted his attempts to control her causing him to increase the force used. By both accounts, 
Officer Williams had to physically restrain^^^^ and eventually handcuff her. 

While both Officer Lichay and Officer Williams state that^^^Jnever complained of pain, 
refused medical attention and was not in any obvious pain; ^^^JhcHcek medicalattention after 
the incident. However, the medical records report no fractures, as claimed by^^^| and no 
malalignment identified. Swelling was noted. 

reported injuries far more severe than was noted on the medical records. Moreover, 
th^vidence suggests she was involved in a fight prior to Officer Williams involvement. Finally, 
admitted to resisting Officer Williams attempts to break up the fight causing him to 
increase his level of aggression. In sum, there is evidence that suggests Officer Williams could 
have caused the injury, yet the evidence suggests he may have been justified in his level of force. 
Additionally, the evidence does not clearly indicate Officer Williams caused the injury at all. 
therefore, the evidence insufficient to prove or disprove Officer Williams used unnecessary force 
that caused the injury to^^^H. 

COPA find^Allegation 2 that Officer Williams used profanity while detaining ^^^|is Not 
Sustained, ^^^^^laimed Officer Williams used profanity toward her while Officer Williams 
denied doing so. No independent witnesses or evidence exists to prove or disprove the allegations. 
Moreover, COPA lacks evidence to suggest either party is more credible than the other. Therefore, 
the allegation is Not Sustained. 

COPA finds Allegation 3 tha^Officer Williams and Allegation 1 that Officer Lichay failed to 
complete an ISR after detaining ^^^^s S ustained . Officer Williams physically inter ceded in 
the fight, and eventually placed handcuffs on^^^l Officer Lichay admitted to seeingHHHj 
in handcuffs but ever asked why. According to S04-13-09 Investigatory Stop System, both office? 
are required to complete an ISR when they detain or participate in the detention of a citizen for 
any length of time where the contact is not consensual. Clearly handcuffs are a temporary 
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detention. Additionally, given the Officers own description of the incident, Officer Williams 
should have completed a TRR. Therefore, these allegations are sustained. 


I. RECOMMENDED DISCIPLINE FOR SUSTAINED ALLEGATIONS 
a. Officer Williams 

i. Complimentary and Disciplinary History 

COPA has reviewed both the officers complimentary and disciplinary history. 

ii. Recommended Penalty, by Allegation 

1. Allegation No. 3 

Officer Williams attempted to intercede a fight and using his discretion believed the public^ 
goodwasbetterserved by not making any arrests. His efforts to assist mother and daughter 
and^^^^^^Hire mitigating factors. Officer Williams should be applauded for his efforts and 
his compassionniowewi^ituations where officers act without documenting their efforts pose 
problems. In this case,^^^^^^| sought medical attention and attributed her injury to the Officer 
Williams. COPA does not find enough evidence exists to determine his culpability in causing that 
injury. 


However, the lack of reporting, especially when an ISR is specifically warranted by the 
special order, is troubling for both the public and the officer. Here, an ISR and possibly even TRR 
could have helped absolve Officer Williams of any allegation of misconduct as opposed to creating 
more questions. While COPA recommends on a violation noted, we strongly encourage Officers 
to document all interactions, especially those where handcuffs are placed on a citizen. 

b. Officer Lichay 

i. Complimentary and Disciplinary History 

COPA has reviewed both the officers complimentary and disciplinary history. 

ii. Recommended Penalty, by Allegation 

1. Allegation No. No. 3 

As stated above, COPA stresses the necessity of documentation of interactions with the public, 
especially in situations where a person is handcuffed. Although Officer Lichay did not participate 
in the handcuffing he was aware it happened and was obligated to create an ISR. COPA 
recommends a violation noted. 
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II. CONCLUSION 

Based on the analysis set forth above, COPA makes the following findings:
